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WESTMORLAND  SCHOLARSHIP. 

"J&jijmDED  1861. 

A  Scholarship  fat Vocalists,  called  the  “Westmor¬ 
land  Scholarship,”  as  a  memorial  of  the  late  Earl  of 
Westmorland  (the  founder  of  the  Royal  Academy  of 
Music),  has  been  established,  by  subscription,  and  will 
be  contended  for  annually  in  December. 

It  is  open  to  Female  candidates  between  the  ages  of 
eighteen  and  twenty -four  years.
